Mass Flu Immunization 
Plan Is In Jeopardy 
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brokerage in New York, injuring four 
persons. 
An extortion note delivered last 
October to Beatrice Foods Inc. of 
Chicago, one of the 200 companies 
receiving notes, demanded $16 million 
to be paid over eight or nine months, a 
company spokesman said Tuesday. 
“It was supposed to be paid to 
someplace in Mexico,” the spokesman 
said in a telephone interview. 
Company officials never considered 
meeting the demand and turned the 
note over to authorities soon after it 
was received, he added. Beatrice re­ 
ceived a letter bomb Monday. 
The spokesman said company of­ 
ficials don’t recall the exact content of 
the threatening letter but believe it 
contained none of the rhetoric common 
to the 
better-known revolutionary 
organizations. 
At a news conference Tuesday, FBI 
Director Clarence Kelley described 
the letters as “a terrorist attem pt to 
evoke fear in the hearts of everyone.” 
But he said the FBI doesn’t know who 
is responsible. 
“We do not know as yet just what is 
the genesis of this. It could be a single 
person or it could be an organization,” 
he continued. 
Kelley refused to say whether the 
extortion demands might be the work 
of revolutionary political groups. He 
declined to elaborate on the evidence 
linking the letter bombs to the ex­ 
tortion demands. 
“Over a period of several months,” 
he stated, 
“numerous large cor­ 
porations in the United States have 
received a series of extortion letters 
wherein demands have been made for 
large sums of money to be paid with 
the threat of terrorist tactics unless 
these demands were m et.” 
The letter bombs “appear to be part 
of this continuing crime," he added. 
“They are substantially the same as 
far as the context and the demands.” 
Kelley said none of the corporations 
complied with the extortion demands, 
which he said totaled “millions of 
dollars.” 
Kelley said all 200 recipients of the 
extortion letters have been warned to 
expect 
letter 
bombs. 
An 
FBI 
spokesman said extortion notes were 
received by all 13 companies which 
later were sent mail bombs. 
He refused to name the recipients of 
the letter bombs and the extortion 
notes. Other officials said bombs were 
delivered to executives or corporate 
offices of:

asked 
the 
government for reimbursements for 
any liability claims made by persons 
who might allege they were hurt by the 
vaccine. 
Spokesmen for two other vaccine 
producers, Wyeth 
laboratories of 
Philadelphia and Merck Sharp & Doh- 
me of Rahway, N.J., said Tuesday 
they have not been able to obtain 
adequate insurance and that prospects 
for the manufacture of the vaccine 
remain uncertain. 
The 
fourth vaccine 
producer, 
Merrell-National laboratories, earlier 
had threatened to pull out of the 
program unless the governm ent 
agrees to indemnify the firm for any 
dam ages in connection with the 
vaccine. 
Parke-Davis did not explain why its 
swine-flu liability was being canceled 
and would not identify its insurance 
carrier. Industry sources said in­ 
surance companies could not estimate 
their actuarial risks because a mass 
immunization of this size has never 
before been attempted. 
The statem ents by the three 
producers Tuesday were regarded by 
federal health officials as the most 
serious setback yet to face the effort to 
give most Americans a shot in the arm 
this year. 
R eferring to Parke-D avis, Dr. 
Delano Meriwether, director of the 
National Influenza Im m unization 
Program, said, “For them to be forced 
out of production would make it very 
hard to implement the program.” 
If the newest problem can’t be 
worked out, he added, “then things 
may slowly come to a screeching 
halt.” 
E. Burke Giblin, chairm an of 
Warner-Lambert Co., the parent of 
Parke-Davis, wrote President Ford,

In asking the government to replace 
that liability coverage, Giblin said 
such a large-scale program made it

unrelated illness may be considered in 
the minds of some as a basis for a 
liability suit against the company,” he 
said.

Patricia Wilhoite, 8, drowned in a 
storm drain two blocks from her 
Houston home, and the body of an 
unidentified girl was recovered from a 
collapsed house in Deadwood, S.D., 
police said. 
Flooding also closed the Astrodome 
and canceled Tuesday night’s Houston 
A stros-Pittsburgh P irates baseball 
game, the first time bad weather 
stopped an event at the arena in its 11- 
year history. 
Basements of a number of Houston’s 
public buildings were flooded, in­ 
cluding several hospitals. One facility 
lost power for about three hours when 
floodwaters reached more than six feet 
in several of its buildings. 
At Houston’s Contemporary Arts 
Museum, director James Harithas 
predicted “catastrophic” losses of art 
objects as a result of six to eight feet of 
water in the basement at one time. 
Downtown 
businesses 
suffered 
flooding as water standing in the 
streets washed through the doors. 
In central Illinois, authorities said at 
least two house trailers were knocked 
off their foundations, while several 
trees were toppled and some power 


lines downed in parts of Vermilion, 
Champaign and Douglas counties, 
authorities said.

Increased Lobby 
Control Hit 


WASHINGTON (A P) — The first 
major attempt in 30 years to increase 
federal regulation of lobbyists faces 
attempts in the House to dilute or kill it 
after the plan won lopsided Senate 
passage. 
legislation, passed 82 to 9 Tuesday 
in the Senate, would provide for strict 
disclosure requirements for the lob­ 
byists who seek to influence legislation 
or the award of government contracts 
or grants worth more than $1 million. 
The bill would extend lobbying 
registration 
and 
reporting 
requirements to executive branch 
activities for the first time in history. 
The executive branch was included 
because of disclosures that certain 
large aerospace and defense con­ 
tractors routinely spent large sums 
entertaining military and civilian of­ 
ficials 
responsible 
for 
contract 
awards, research, development and 
procurement. 
Common Cause, the Dublic interest 
group, lobbied for the bill, while Ralph 
Nader’s associates, traditional allies 
of Common Cause, were vehemently 
opposed. They say the bill would hit 
hardest at small, 
public 
interest 
groups with limited resources. They 
are expected to fight it in the House. 
Sen. Abraham Kibicoft, DConn., 
floor manager of the bill, said the 
hearings by his committee revealed 


that while “ 10,000 persons may be paid 
at any one time to engage in lobbying 
efforts ... under 2,000 of these lobbyists 
are now actually registered.” 
These are the major requirements in 
the Senate bill: 
—That an organization register as a 
lobbyist if it made 12 personal contacts 
with a member of Congress in any 
quarter, spent more than $250 to hire a 
lawyer to lobby for it or spent more 
than $5,000 on a campaign to have 
citizens write their congressman. 


—That all registered lobbyists file 
quarterly reports outlining their total 
lobbying campaign. 
—That the reports include major 
issues in which the organization was 
interested, all persons in Congress it 
had contacted, all substantial gifts to 
members of Congress, total amounts 
spent and sources of contributions over 
$2,500. 


So-called home-state organizations 
which only make contact with that 
state's representatives or senators are 
exempted. 
Fred Wertheimer, a Common Cause 
spokesman, said the bill would cause 
disclosure of the true dimensions of 
lobbying in Washington. 
But Public Citizen, a lobbying arm of 
Nader’s Congress Watch, called the 
legislation “ anti-democratic.”

Mayor Frank Barnhill reported the 
city service department has been 
repairing streets and alleys and 
replacing some manhole covers. He 
reported the work in the service 
department is progressing smoothly.

Consumers can expect to see some 
price increases for canned fruits and 
vegetables this summer despite 
abundant supplies remaining from last 
year’s harvest. 
Retail prices for canned goods in the 
first part of this year generally were 
lower than in the same period of 1975, 
but increases at the wholesale level 
signal an end to the bargains. 
“ Discounts have been on for most of 
the year,” 
Lawrence 
VanM eir, 
economist for the National Canners 
Association, said Tuesday, adding that 
canning company warehouses were 
overstocked because of large crops 
and sales slowdowns. “ Price cutting 
came about by companies trying to 
move the product.” 
VanMeir said canners were selling 
some products at a loss. “ You’ve got 
all this stuff in the warehouse and 
you’ve got to move it,” he said. 
In February, for example, VanMeir 
said it cost 28.3 cents to produce a can 
of peas, including almost ll cents for 
the peas themselves, 2 cents for labor, 
7% cents for the packaging, almost 3 
cents for items such as taxes and about 
5 cents for marketing, overhead, etc. 
At the same time, VanMeir said, 
canners were being paid 27.9 cents for 
a can of peas, a loss of four-tenths of a 
cent. 
(The average retail price at the time 
was 38.3 cents, including four-tenths of 
a cent profit for the wholesaler and 
half a cent profit for the retailer.) 
The government’s Consumer Price 
Index showed that retail prices for 
some canned goods decreased from 
1975 to 1976. The index for canned 
pears, for example, stood at just under 
161 in January, 1976, a little more than 
2% per cent below what it was a year 
earlier. The index for canned peas 
declined about the same amount. 
Supplies are still high. The 1975-76 
supply of canned fruits is 79.3 million 
cases, up from 74.2 million in 1974-75 
and 65.9 million in 1973-74. The 1975-76 
supply of vegetables is 204.5 million 
cases, up from about 181 million in 


each of the previous two years. 
The warehouses are gradually being 
emptied, however. The U.S. Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture has indicated that 
farmers reduced their plantings of six 
major vegetables this year. And the 
canners are trying to make up for 
previous profit squeezes. 
Several manufacturers have boosted 
prices — generally about a penny per 
can. 
Libby, 
McNeill & Libby of 
Chicago announced increases ranging 
from 20 to 40 cents a case, effective 
July 5.

Dr. John Ackerman, state public 
health department director, said that 
cases of measles were at a record low 
Soviets Hike 
Customs Duties 
On Packages 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The Soviet 
Union is sharply raising its customs 
duties on parcels sent in from abroad, 
prompting congressional charges that 
the Kremlin move may be aimed at 
restricting 
Western 
support 
of 
dissidents and Soviet Jews. 
The increased customs duties also 
raise the cost of gift parcels regularly 
sent by thousands of Ukrainians, 
lithuanians and other emigres in the 
United States to relatives in the Soviet 
Union. 
The higher duties, set to take effect 
today, come in addition to tightened 
regulations and a 30 per cent tax im­ 
posed earlier this year on Soviet 
citizens receiving foreign currency. 
"Packages are vital to the survival 
of Soviet Jews who have 
been 
dismissed from their jobs because they 
have made applications to emigrate to 
Israel,” said Sen. James L. Buckley, 
R-Con-N.Y. 


In letters he wrote June 8 to 
Secretary of State Henry A. Kissinger 
and Anatoly Dobrynin, Soviet am­ 
bassador to the United States, Buckley 
added that "in the name of humanity, I 
appeal to you for your consideration of 
this matter.” 
Also protesting the increaiwd duties 
was Rep. James V. Stanton, D-Ohio, 
who said he has learned that a ship­ 
ment of several thousand packages 
from the United States apparently has 
been delayed for months in reaching 
recipients in the Soviet Union. 


An 
official 
on 
the 
State 
De­ 
partm ent’s Soviet desk, Leonard 
Willems, said the U.S. Embassy in 
Moscow has raised the matter with the 
Soviet Foreign Ministry. No sub­ 
stantive response has been received 
yet from the Soviets, Willems said. 
In New York, leaders of the 
American Jewish Congress were 
joined by several public officials 
Monday in staging a demonstration 
against the new Soviet duties on the 
steps of the city’s main post office.

NEW YORK (AP) — As the man 
soon to be in charge of one of the 
world’s largest accounting firms, 
Norman Auerbach feels he has a 
crow’s eye view of the separate and 
interacting affairs of business and 
government. 
What he sees disturbs him — a trend 
to increasing government regulation of 
business, negative attitudes toward 
business by legislators, and a popular 
feeling that it is smart to be an­ 
tibusiness. 
Auerbach, who takes over Oct. I as 
managing partner of Coopers & 
Lybrand, believes that if these trends 
continue, “the process we have come 
to place our reliance on, private en­ 
terprise, is going to be in serious 
trouble.” 
He brings to bear on the subject a 
considerable amount of educational 
and business experience. 
A product of the University of 
Michigan, he attended both Michigan’s 
and Harvard’s graduate school of 
business, and is a lawyer as well as a 
certified public accountant. He will 
preside over 300 offices around the. 
world. 
The United States, he believes, is on 
a course disturbingly similar to that in 
Britain, “a push for security and in­ 
creased benefits which are not related 
to increases in productivity.” 


This process eventually strangles 
industry, he continued, “and then 
when it is strangled, people say let the 
government take it over and run it,” 
the inference being that government 
knows best how to do so. 


Along the way, Auerbach feels, the 
pride of achievement, the sense of 
contributing, the relationship between 
output and reward, is sometimes lost 
and must be restored. 
“No longer is it clear to the worker 
how he is being measured,” he said. 
“By the shop steward, or by what he 
contributes to the production proc­ 
ess?” 
Too often, he continued, a worker is 
encouraged by collective bargaining to 
limit rather than contribute as much 
as he can. “We need personal in­ 
centives for personal achievement,” 
he said, contrasting it with the 
collective benefits that are common in 
union contracts. 
During wartime, he noted, the sense 
of 
personal 
contribution 
was 
recognized and rewarded, and the 
resulting levels of production often 
were amazing by today’s standards. 
Worker, company and country all 
benefitted. 
“Shouldn’t the same techniques 
work in peacetime?" he asked. 
Asked what advice he would offer 
Congress, Auerbach replied in an 
instant: “Please, let the private en­ 
terprise system work.” 
Congress, regulatory agencies and 
the judiciary all have dealings with 
business, “and each of them looks at 
its own responsibilities and focuses on 
areas not mutually exclusive.” 
This overlapping results in all arms 
of government reaching into the fray 
when something happens. “ They 
bombard business.” In their search for 
information they paralyze business 
with paperwork, he said.

A great deal of unnecessary anxiety 
has been generated by the an­ 
nouncement of the possibility of a 
severe flu epidemic at the end of this 
year. Many people believe that not 
enough 
of the 
vaccine 
will 
be 
available. They also feel that cost of 
the vaccine will skyrocket and that it 
will be available only to those who can 
afford it. 
This has no validity. The production 
rate of the flu vaccine is now in an 
active level of growth. This means that 
all the high risk groups of people will 
have the vaccine in time for adequate 
protection. People with chronic 
illnesses, the elderly, the infirm and 
debilitated will be inoculated first. 
This will allow other groups who are 
less susceptible to the disease to be 
vaccinated at a later time. 
Mass inoculation is contemplated 
and there should be no fears that 
anyone who needs inoculation will be 
deprived of it. 
There is no need for all of us to feel 
that an impending calamity is 
inevitable. 
There is no 
better 
illustration that fear should be 
replaced by encouragement and hope 
than the coodinated efforts of the 
government, public health officials 
and the manufacturers.

OXNARD, Calif. (AP) — This is a 
“sod” but true story about a car 
covered with — a lawn. 
A few years ago, a firm which makes 
floats for parades built a car covered 
with dichondra weed for a lawn firm as 
a promotional gimmick. 
Workers drilled 1,000 rivets into a 
1951 car to hold pieces of perforated 
angle iron, then fitted sections of 
dichondra sod onto the iron and held 
them down with chicken wire. 
The car was auctioned off when the 
publicity campaign was over, and 
Archie Bard, a mushroom grower 
here, won the vehicle by bidding $500.

ATLANTA (AP) — Five times more 
men than women have stopped 
smoking cigarettes in the past decade 
as the percentage of adult Americans 
who light up continues to decline, 
according to a national report released 
today. 
In addition, many Americans who do 
smoke are switching to low-tar, low- 
nicotine cigarettes, the report said. It 
added that attitudes against public 
smoking have gotten stronger — even 
among smokers. 
The figures are the result of a survey 
conducted 
by 
the 
National 
Clearinghouse for Smoking and 
Health, a component of the Center for 
Disease Control. The survey was done 
in collaboration with the division of 
cancer control and rehabilitation of the 
National Cancer Institute. 
The proportion of male smokers 
aged 21 or older declined to 39.3 per 
cent in 1975 from 42.2 per cent in 1970 
and 52.8 per cent in 1964, the report 
said. 
The percentages for women 21 or 
over were 28.9 per cent in 1975, com­ 
pared with 30.5 per cent in 1970 and 31.5 
in 1964. 
The survey covered 12,000 smokers 
and nonsmokers, the largest such 
survey ever conducted, according to 
the clearinghouse. 
The result “ demonstrates that 
Americans can change their life-styles 
for the sake of their health,” said Dr. 
David* Sencer, director of the Center 
for Disease Control in Atlanta.

He also said there had been no 
suggestion from any of the countries 
where American nuclear weapons are 
kept that they wanted to get rid of 
them. Most of the weapons are in West 
Germany. 
There has been speculation that 
American nuclear weapons would be 
removed from Italy if the Communists 
get into the government there after the 
national election next week. However, 
there has been no official confirmation 
of this.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Scientists 
say they have produced a healthy baby 
baboon by transferring an early 
embryo from its original mother to an­ 
other female who carried it until birth. 


The development is a first for 
prim ates and raises the distant 
possibility that surrogate mothers also 
may be feasible for humans, a Texas 
A&M University researcher said 
Tuesday. 
The idea of using substitute mothers 
for women unable to carry a baby full 
term has been discussed in recent 
years. Aside from the technical diffi­ 
culties, however, the idea raises 
social, legal and ethical questions. 


“The real impact of our work is in 
developing animal models for studying 
the process of pregnancy, rather than 
for an infertility treatment,” Dr. 
Duane C. Kraemer said in an in­ 
terview. 
In the current issue of the journal 
Science, Kraemer and his colleagues, 
Drs. Gary T. Moore and Martin A. 
Kramen, describe how they removed a 
baboon embryo five days after 
ovulation from one female and put it 
into another. 
Moore is with the Southwest 
Foundation 
for 
Research 
and 
Education in San Antonio, Tex., where 
the work was done, and Kramen is 
with the University of Texas at San 
Antonio. 
The second female carried the 
developing male baby for about 170 
days until it 
was delivered 
by 
caesarean section on Sept. 5, 1975, the 
report said. Normal average gestation 
for this type of baboon is 175 days. 
Kraemer said the baby baboon, now 
nine months old, was “normal in every 
respect at birth and is the same way 
now. 
“We have him running around with a 
group of his peers at the Southwest 
Foundation and the only way you can 
tell him from the others is by his tat­ 
tooing.” 
Even with the success, the resear­ 
chers said their work was preliminary 
since they only had one success out of 
IO embryo transfers. 
Similar procedures have long 
worked with other animals, such as 
mice, rabbits, sheep, horses and cows. 
Kraemer said the first rabbit embryo 
transfer was in 1890 and that trans­ 
plants are routinely done in cattle. 
“This work has a bearing on 
humans, but our goal is to develop 
specific strains of animals for 
biomedical research,” Kraemer said. 
"While I’m not aware of human 
work like this being done, it should be 
technically feasible but certainly not 
on the basis of our success rate, which 
isn’t that great.”

Mayor John Poelker of St. Ixuiis, an 
uncommitted member, said the Carter 
supporters brought pressures on 
delegates to influence key votes, but he 
added that most delegates appeared 
willing to cooperate, not wanting 
another election-day debacle like that

“ We’re in much better shape 
because the various constituencies of 
the party were willing to give on both 
sides to come up with a platform that a 
candidate can support without being 
hurt by it,” he said. 
Rep. Yvonne Burke of California, a 
supporter of California Gov. Edmund 
G. Brown and who frequently ad­ 
vocated a more liberal stance on 
issues, said Carter representatives 
“did some pushing, but they needed to 
push. 
"We didn’t want to get into the same 
divisive debates that hurt us so much 
in the past.” 
The platform is still subject to for­ 
mal approval by the Democratic 
National Convention in New York in 
July, but it is unlikely there will be 
substantial changes. 
In the pardon showdown, the com­ 
mittee voted 55 to 44 on a roll call vote 
to support a general pardon for per­ 
sons in legal or financial difficulty 
because of peaceful opposition to the 
Vietnam war. 
Eizenstat had taken the floor to say 
it was “unacceptable” because it 
would apply to deserters, as well as 
draft-evaders.

However, former antiwar activist 
Sam Brown, now secretary of state of 
Colorado, who pushed through the 
pardon plank, then followed up with 
the amendment providing that par­ 
dons for deserters be considered on a 
case-by-case basis.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) — Grants 
totaling more than $1.1 million in state 
and federal funds were announced 
today by the state Department of Eco­ 
nomic and Community Development.

—$100,000 to the Ohio Board of 
Top Instant 
Tickets Found 
In Cleveland 


CLEVELAND (A P) — Ohioans got 
their first crack at buying “ instant” 
Ohio lottery tickets Tuesday and 
Cleveland alone produced two $10,000 
winners. 
One of the winners, however, in­ 
sisted on anonymity and in the ex­ 
citement no one remembered to get the 
name of the other winner. 
The winners must present their 
claim for validation and then face a 
wait of up to five weeks before being 
issued a check. 
Meanwhile, lottery officials said this 
week's Buckeye 1,000 drawing will 
include only three contestants, one of 
them representing two Chardon men. 
The pair holding a single ticket was 
listed as Gerald White and Wellington 
Chapman.

In the first election in the old Nor­ 
thwest territory voters appeared 
before sheriffs and county coroners at 
Marietta, Cincinnati, Steubenville and 
Chillicothe and some other towns, 
where in public and in loud voices they 
declared 
their 
preferences 
for 
representatives to the territorial 
legislature. 
It followed a precedent set by 
Virginia as early as 1624, but after the 
first territorial election, Gov. Arthur 
St. Clair was besieged with complaints 
of irregularities. Charges were made 
that voters had been bribed or in­ 
timidated at the polling places and that 
strongarm tactics had been used to 
secure votes. 
In 1800 St. Clair asked the territorial 
legislature to abandon this form of 
voting in favor of the secret ballot. 
Late that year the assembly enacted 
his suggestion into law, and Ohio’s first 
Constitution 
contained 
sim ilar 
provisions. 
The system was still not ideal 
because for the first 88 years of 
statehood each political party printed 
its own ballots of a specific color and in 
such a way that they were no more 
secret than the voice vote. 
The practice of buying votes and the 
total lack of secrecy prompted the 
General Assembly to enact a law in 
1868 directing the political parties to 
print their tickets on white paper with 
a specified type of ink. To circumvent 
this act one party used a very white 
paper and the other a cream-colored 
one. 
Real election reform in Ohio was 
postponed until the Australian ballot 
was adopted in 1891. Under provisions 
of the new law, the state government 
printed or authorized the printing of 
blanket ballots which contained the 
names of all candidates of all parties. 
Ballots were issued at the polling 
places only, one to a voter who marked 
it in secret.

Unconfirmed reports said the Syrian 
column advancing into Palestinian 
guerrilla country in southeast lebanon 
had captured the garrison town of 
Marjayoun and pushed on to about 
three miles from the Israeli border. 
But there was no report of any op­ 
position. 
Libyan 
P rem ier 
Abdel 
Salam 
Jalloud, after meetings in Damascus 
and 
Beirut, 
said in 
a 
broadcast 
Tuesday night that Syria had agreed to 
pull its troops back into eastern leb a­ 
non. But he said they will remain there 
until the MoslemChristian civil war is 
settled. 
Jalloud said the first stage of the 
Syrian withdrawal — from Sidon, 25 
miles south of Beirut, and Bhamdoun, 
on the BeirutDamascus highway 12 
miles east of Beirut — would begin 
“ instantly.” 
"After the Syrian forces withdraw to 
the Bekaa Valley, all roads, sea and 
air routes will open. We will never 
accept the policy of starving the 
people,” Jalloud said. 
D iplom atic sources said Syrian 
tanks on hills overlooking Sidon were 
shelling food ships approaching the 
port, while Syrian navy ships were 
blockading Tyre, 26 miles south of 
Sidon, and Tripoli, 60 miles north of 


Beirut. 
Beirut was blockaded by Syrian 
troops controlling the airport and the 
highways into the city.

congressional resistance to such a 
request there was a question about

The flu vaccine is made from so­ 
called killed viruses, which have been 
fragmented by chemicals and cannot 
give anyone flu itself.

Securities and Exchange Commission 
has accu sed Firestone Tire and 
Rubber Co. of making $330,000 in 
illegal 
dom estic 
political 
con­ 
tributions. 
The SEC com plaint, announced 
Tuesday, also charged that the firm 
spent about $93, OOO in Mexico to get a 
price increase and help in settling gov­ 
ernment matters. 
In addition, the commission accused 
Firestone Board Chairman Raymond 
C. Firestone of p erson al supervising 
the domestic political contributions 
operation. 
Robert P. Beasley, who retired June 
I as vice chairman, was identified as 
manager of the political contributions. 
Specific recipients of the Firestone 
money were not named. 
Simultaneously with filing of the 
SEC suit in 
U.S. 
District Court, 
Firestone Tire, Beasley and Raymond 
Fireston e accepted a negotiated 
settlement under which they consented 
to the term s but neither admitted nor 
denied allegations in the suit. 
Under terms of a settlement, the 
company agreed not to commit any 
future violations of securities laws, to 
conduct a full investigation of the 
improper spending and to report the 
results of that investigation to the SEC 
and the court. 
The 
company 
later 
said 
in 
a 
statement: “ Firestone has agreed to 
the consent order so that we can move 
this m atter toward a conclusion as 
quickly as possible.” 
Firestone announced June 6 its audit 
undertaken at SEC request had found 
the $330,000 in contributions plus what 
it called sm all “ questionable or im­ 


proper” payments in foreign coun­ 
tries. But it didn’t name the countries, 
subsidiaries or recipients involved. 
The firm said at the time it was 
reporting its findings to the SEC and 
its stockholders but that the audit, 
though virtually complete, was con­ 
tinuing. 


The SEC complaint contended that 
of the $330,000 spent on domestic 
politics from 1970 through May 1973, 
about half went directly to politicians. 
The rest went to reimburse Firestone 
executives who made contributions on 
their own, the SEC said. 


On the Mexico payments, the SEC 
contended that Firestone was one of 
six tire companies which funneled 
$400,000 to the former m anager of the 
Mexican tire industry trade associ­ 
ation in support of an application filed 
with the government 
price-control 
agency for a general increase in tire 
prices. 


The S IX said Firestone’s share of 
the bill amounted to $39,600 and was 
paid on July 8, 1974, the sam e date the 
government sent official notice of ap­ 
proval of the price increase. 
The 
SEC 
also said 
Firestone’s 
Mexican subsidiary paid about $3,000 a 
year to government employes from 
1970 to the present “ to obtain various 
benefits such as the settlement of tax 
disputes and the issuance of building 
perm its.” 


The sam e subsidiary paid another 
$35,000 at an unspecified time to obtain 
import permits, according to the SEC 
documents.

I ’m going for a 
job interview,” the red-haired student 
told the barber as he eased into the 
chair at a shop a half-block from the 
University of California at Berkeley. 
The shorn student is by no means 
alone. The Associated Press found, in a 
series of interviews conducted across 
the nation, that the trend among 
college men is not only toward shorter 
hair but toward more neatness in 
general. 
That does not mean a return to the 
crewcut, or that the ubiquitous blue 
jean is fading from the scene. 
It does mean busier barbers and 
clothing stores as students turn to 
trimmer hair and to fancier jeans, 
corduroy slacks or — Leaping Levis! 
— an occasional suit. 
“ People who were in school back in 
the ’50s would still find clothing styles 
a shock, but less so than before,” was 
the way Roger Howard, assistant dean 
of students at the University of 
Wisconsin, saw the campus scene. 
“ The olive drab stuff and overalls 
are not nearly as predominant as they 
were a few years ago,” he added. 
What’s replacing olive drab, ac­ 
cording to clothing stores near 
colleges, are stylized jeans that fit 
tight, wool, cotton or corduroy slacks 
and nylon sports shirts, sometimes 
worn with beads or other kinds of 
necklaces. 
David Graff, manager of a men’s 
store near the Carleton College in 
Northfield, Minn., said neck jewelry

One of the nation’s four influenza 
vaccine manufacturers is holding out 
for a new federal law indemnifying it 
for human injuries beyond its control. 
Organizations representing health 
workers, 
volunteers 
and 
local 
governments are deeply concerned 
about their own liab ility. Major 
newspapers are questioning the 
wisdom of giving flu shots against a 
disease that has not been seen since a 
brief appearance confined to Ft. Dix, 
N .J., early this year. 
All those factors have led to an air of 
pessimism in certain quarters of the 
U.S. Public Health Service. 
“ Even if it does fail to fly, I think the 
scientific basis is sound,” said Dr. 
Delano Meriwether, director of the 
National Influenza Immunization 
Program. 
“ The decision was the right one. It 
was the right one last March and it 
would be the right one next year, 
knowing what we do,” he said.

lung, kidney and diabetes diseases. 
More testing is expected to be or­ 
dered to determine the proper dosage 
and age cutoff for children.

COLUMBUS, Ohio TAP) - A Cin­ 
cinnati woman has filed a class action 
suit in U.S. District Court here, 
charging 
the 
Ohio 
Education 
Association 
with 
discrim inating 
against its women employes, including 
herself. 
Mary Anthony, a field repre­ 
sentative for the 83,000-member 
organization, said in the action filed 
last Friday that she was bypassed in 
favor of a male employe for con­ 
sideration as a field coordinator. 
She is asking the court to issue a 
preliminary injunction prohibiting the 
G EA from filling a coordinator 
vacancy, as scheduled, she said, on or 
about June 24, with a male employe, or 
from filling it with anyone other than 
“ the named plaintiff or any other 
woman.” 
Anthony filed the suit through 
Columbus attorney Dennis J. Murphy 


after obtaining a socalled “ right to 
sue” letter from the Federal Equal 
Employment Opportunities Com­ 
mission. 


In addition, the Ohio Civil Rights 
Commission determined there was 
probable cause to believe the woman’s 
charges were valid. 
The class action seeks permanent 
relief for women employes of the big 
teacher lobbying organization, aside 
from the immediate injunction. 


The court was asked to require the 
defendants to give members of the 
plaintiff class (women) jobs they 
would have held “ if it were not for the 
discriminatory conduct of the de­ 
fendants,” and to initiate “ affirmative 
steps to eliminate discrimination.”

George Foreman 
Smokes Frazier 
With 5th Round K O 


UNIONDALE, N.Y. (AP) - “I can 
whup any man I can hit — the Lord's 
always with the puncher — and the 
man I want now is the champion.” 
Was Muhammad Ali, winging across 
the Pacific for his $6-million travesty 
against w restler Antonio Anoki, 
listening? 
The m easured, confident words 
came from the unmarked lips of a new 
George Foreman after the one-time 
junevile delinquent from the streets of 
Houston hammered dead-game Joe 
Frazier into retirement with a fifth- 
round knockout Tuesday night at the 
half-filled Nassau Coliseum. 
The end of the ballyhooed brawl 
between two slugging exchampions 
came with stunning suddenness. The 
bull-strong, 27-year-old Forem an 
nailed Smokin’ Joe with a whistling 
combination of punches midway in the 
fifth round, 
sending him 
to 
his 
hauches. Moments later, Foreman 
landed a left to the chin followed by a 
thunderbolt right. 
Frazier fell against the padding in 
the comer of the ring, blood gushing 
from a cut over the right eye. He 
staggered to his feet at the count of 
seven, his legs rubbery and his eyes 
glazed. 
His concerned m anager, Eddie 
Futch, rushed to the apron and 
whispered into the ear of Harold 
Valan, ‘‘Stop it, we’ve had enough.” 
Valan obliged. The time was 2:26 of 
the fifth — even at that more than 
twice as long as Smokin’ Joe lasted on 
that historic night in Kingston, Ja­ 
maica Jan. 22, 1973, when Foreman, a 
3-1 underdog, floored him six times 
before wresting the championship 
from him in less than two rounds. 


“ I wanted to keep fighting,” Frazier 
said after Tuesday’s defeat, which 
ended his ring career. “ I begged Eddie 
to let me go on but Eddie always knows 
best.” 
Some 45 minutes after the fight had 
ended and the crowd had poured out of 
the Long Island arena, F razier 
emerged from his dressing room, a 
patch covering a stitching job over his 
right eye, and announced: 
"I guess it's time to hang the gloves 
on the w all... From now on, ifs boogie, 
boogie, boogie.” Both he and Foreman 
were guaranteed a million dollars for 
the fight. 
Foreman, grim and mechanically 
merciless, an awesome giant with 
deadly hitting power, is now intent on 
reclaiming the world crown he lost to 
the tricky, rope-swinging Ali in Kin- 
shasha, Zaire Oct. 30, 1974. 
Ifs the only fight Foreman has ever 
lost — and he admits the memory of it 
tears away at his innards. 
“I want to be an active fighter, I’m 
ready to take on anybody, but I think I 
should fight the top challengers,” the 
6-foot-3 contender said. 
“ The man I want — and I think I 
deserve to get — is Muhammad Ali.” 
After Ali’s burlesque act with Inoki 
in Tokyo June 25, the heavyweight king 
has a Sept. 28 date at Yankee Stadium 
with an old adversary, Ken Norton, 
who split two decisions with Ali, once 
breaking his jaw. 
Ali is now 34 and beginning to show 
signs of advancing age. Assuming he 
gets by Norton and doesn’t retire, as he 
has sometimes threatened, it is un­ 
likely he could duck the rejuvenated 
Foreman without following Frazier’s 
path into retirement.

“We don’t have much of a team 
anymore,” conceded Sal Bando, an 
unclaimed item in the biggest one-day 
sale in baseball history. “But he built 
it. I guess he has a right to tear it 
down.” 
“There’s no way those three can be 
replaced,” said Gene Tenace, another 
survivor of the 
Tuesday 
night 
housecleaning in which Finley peddled 
left fielder Joe Rudi, relief pitching 
star Rollie Fingers and left-handed 
starter Vida Blue. 
Rudi and Fingers were sold for $1 
million each, moving from the 
Oakland clubhouse to the Boston 
locker room two hours before the game 
against the Red Sox, which the A’s won 
3-2 on the strength of Tenace’s two 
home runs including one leading off 
the bottom of the ninth inning. 
Blue went to the New York Yankees 
for, according to Finley, $1.5 million. 
Just before baseball’s midnight 
trading 
deadline, 
the 
Yankees 
acquired Ken Holtzman in a nine- 
player deal with Baltimore, thereby 
reuniting the A’s former pitching big 
three of Catfish Hunter, Blue and 
Holtzman. 
Rudi, Fingers and Blue were among 
the seven unsigned players on the A’s 
roster, and Finley said, “I made every 
effort to sign them, but when it got 
down to the last day, I had no alter­ 
natives.” 
When asked what he was left with, 
besides cash, Finley replied, “I don’t 
even want to talk about that.” 
He sounded like a beaten man, one 
who had lost $3.5 million rather than 
gaining that amount.

Vitamin Problem 


CHICAGO (AP) - Eating 
too many Vitamin A pills can 
turn you yellow, says an 
authority. 
James Boyer, a University 
of Chicago liver specialist, 
reports in a recent issue of the 
New England Journal of 
Medicine that the symptoms 
of Vitamin A toxicity include 
cirrhosis-like damage to the 
liver, fatigue, fluid ac­ 
cumulation and the yellowish 
coloring caused by jaundice. 
Boyer wrote he noted these 
symptoms after treating two 
patients who had ingested 
massive daily 
doses of 
Vitamin A for the last five to 
eight years.
